Thus, the cited documents represent the general state of the 
art . 

The invention defined in claims 1-12 and 15 is not disclosed 
by any of these documents . 

The cited prior art does not give any indication that would 
lead a person skilled in the art to the claimed compounds as 
inhibitors of nitric oxide synthase.
